THE number of home- 
less families has 
doubled under Labour 
to 100,000. 

Soaring house prices and 
the sell-off of thousands of 
council houses are being 
blamed for the crisis. 

Last night, charities branded 
as “appalling” the rising tide 
of homelessness since Tony 
Blair came to power in 1997. 

Figures from John Prescott’s 
Office of the Deputy Prime 
Minister showed that 99,380 
homeless families have been 
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in temporary housing over the 
last three months. 

Adam Sampson, of homeless 
charity Shelter, said: “This is 
an appalling watershed for 
homeless families trapped in 
temporary accommodation. 

“It is a scandal that 100,000 
households, many of them 
families with children, are fac- 
ing Christmas in temporary 
accommodation, with devas- 
tating effects on their health, 


education and_ prospects.” 
And Shaks Ghosh, of charity 
Crisis, said: “These new fig- 
ures are shocking.” 

A spokesman for the Deputy 
PM’s office said most were in 


“good quality” temporary 
housing. 
He added: “Reducing the 


numbers in temporary accom- 
modation is a major priority 
for the Government.” 

Mr Prescott said: “We have 
reduced rough sleeping and 
people put into bed and break- 
ast.”

The gunman, who has 
underworld connections 
across Europe and the US, 
bragged if he could get 
over the wall, police 
“wouldn’t see him for 
dust”. 

Police are taking the 
threats seriously because 
he’s done it before. 

He fled his native US, 
where he was wanted for 
the murder of a love rival. 

Police believe he has 
been stockpiling cash 
while in Britain by being 
a contract killer. 

He was also smuggling 
weapons and dealing in 
bodybuilding steroids. 

A senior police source 
said: “He is viewed as the 
most dangerous prisoner 
in Britain.

Britain’s black market in bootleg DVDs is already 
worth £500 million — raking in cash for organised 


crime gangs overseas. 


Police and trading standards officers have seized more 
than three million pirated films this year — but the UK Film 
Council reckons there are 60m now in circulation. 

A report by the council says that tough new measures — 


including shutting down 
car boot sales which permit 
the illegal trade — are the 
only way to stop pirates 
pocketing £1bn by 2007. 


Mafia 


Officials are calling for 
fraudsters to be hit with 
massive fines and for video 
filming in cinemas to be 
made a criminal offence. 

They also believe movie 
bosses could fight back 
against the pirates by follow- 
ing the music industry’s 
example. 

That’s by making more 
films available for legal 
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downloading on the 
internet. 

Most of the pirate DVDs 
in the UK are smuggled in 
from Pakistan, Malaysia 
and China. 

And underworld gangs 
cashing in on the huge 
scam include the Russian 
mafia. 

Film Council chief exec- 
utive John Woodward 
claims film piracy is “the 
single largest threat facing 
the UK film industry today”. 

And he warns that it 


could put thousands of jobs 
at risk. 

He said: “We have to act 
now to tackle this escalat- 
ing problem. This report 
represents an important 
step forward.
